Ford expressed his views in a 
telegram lo 'John W. Snyder, direc- 
tor of the Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion and Reconversion In Washing- 
ton, with a warning that unless his 
company could get steel promptly 
"we will have to shut down com- 
pletely sometime thiss week." 
He declared it would cost $400,- 


000 a day to maintain idle assem- 
bly lines and at

price ceilings, we are 
currently 


losing $300 on every car we make." 
Time . and time again," F o r d 
said, "we have been forced to shut 
down operations because supplies 
could not get us parts and materi- 
als for our cars and trucks. Some 
of them have stopped making our 
parts because they lost money at 
their ceiling prices." 
The youthful company president 
declared "nobody wants 'runaway' 
inflation but if we continue :to stifle 
American industry's ability to pro- 
duce, that is exactly, in my opinion, 
what we are headed for. . ." 
"1 am not an economist," he con- 
tinued. "There may be sound rea- 
sons in the public interest for con- 
tinuing price control on such thing 
as rents "and foods.

Then a German armored vehicle 
was rolled up and its guns trained 
on the group of prisoners. A Nazi 
officer mounted 
on 
the 
vehicle 


drew his pistol, aimed at the group 
and fired. One of the prisoners fell, 
the statement said. 


He aimed and fired again. An- 


other American fell. 


As the second man went down, 


the statement went on, the 
ma- 


chine guns on the armored vehicle 
opened up and sprayed lead 
for 


two or three minutes. Then the ve- 
hicles moved on and three others 
rolled pasl, machine gunning the 
knot of men, most of them already 
dead.
